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Information for Sheet Metal Contractors 
When Erecting Pipe and Elbows 

(Illustrated on pages 24-25) 

It is commonly known that the first to let go on a down spout is the 
Elbow, due to the fact that it must guide the flow of water, conse- 
quently suffers the entire strain and wear of the down spout. In order 
to offset this — 

The Elbow must be of the proper angle, therefore, a sixty-degree or 
less angle is always more appropriate than an Elbow of more angle, 
as it has a pitch and will drain dry. 

The Elbow should at all times be made of a good grade of new 
material and same galvanized after formation, so as to cement the entire 
formation into one mass and coat all raw edges. 

Elbows of a heavier gauge than the conductor pipe should always 
be used; for instance, 26-gauge elbow with 28-gauge pipe; etc. 

Elbows should be used at all times to get around cornices, 
moldings and obstacles, as the commonly known soldered break in the 
pipe will cost more than an Elbow, and is not a durable job. 

Elbows can be had in all angles from one crimp up, i. e., from ten 
to ninety degrees, therefore, the conductor can be erected properly and 
no soldered joints are at any time required. See illustration on pages 
24-25. 
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Illustration shows manner of turn- 
ing a corner by means of Styles A and 
B Square Elbows. 

All are made of one piece of metal. 

By using the combination of Styles 
A and B Square. Elbows, Square Pipe 
can be put up as readily as Plain 
Round Pipe. 




Use short angle elbows to get around sills, cornice moldings 
and all other projections, thus preventing the commonly known 
soldered break in the pipe. 

By using combinations of this kind, soldering is not neces- 
sary, as elbows fit into each other very snugly and the small 
opening at the joints will permit sewer gases to escape, thus 
increasing the life of the entire spout. 

These elbows are made in all designs and your angles and 
pitches can be arranged right on the job. 
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
